COLLEGE  OF  THE  IMMACULATE  CONCEPTION, 

NEW  ORLEANS. 


This  iustitiition,  iucorporateil  with  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  a  University,  is  conducted  by  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesns.  It  is  a  Day  College,  aflbrdiug  the  twofold 
advantage  of  a  Classical  and  Commercial  education. 

There  are  three  distinct  departments  :  The  Undergradnate 
or  Classical,  the  Commercial  and  preparatory. 

The  classical  ourse  of  studies  embraces  the  doctrines  of  the 
Catholic  Religion,  the  Greek,  Latin,  English  and  French 
languages.  Rhetoric,  Belles-Lettres,  Elocution,  History, 
Geography,  Arithmetic,  Maihematics,  ilhemistry,  Natural, 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy.  All  those  who  complete  this 
course  successfully  reseive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  ot  Arts. 
Subseqnently  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  can  be  obtained  by 
devoting  another  year  to  the  study  of  philosophy  in  the  Insti- 
tution, or  two  years  to  anj^  of  the  learned  professions. 

The  commercial  course  com[)ris8s  a  fall  course  of  religious 
instruction,  the  English  and  French  languages.  Rhetoric, 
Belles-Lettres,  Elocution,  History,  Geography,  Arithmetic, 
Book-Keeping,  Mathematics,  Cheaiistry  and  I«I"atural  Phil- 
osophy. At  the  completion  of  the  course,  honorary  certificates 
are  conferred  on  successful  students.  The  degree  ot  Bachelor 
of  Science  can  be  obtained  by  devoting  one  year  more  to  the 
study  of  science. 

The  preparatory  course  is  chiefly  designed  to  fit  the  younger 
students,  who  are  not  yet  sufficiently  advanced,  for  a  higher 
class  in  either  the  classical  or  commercial  coarse.     It   consists 
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of  two  'classes,  in  which  the  pupils  are  carefully  taught  Cate- 
chism, Spelling,  Reading,  Writing,  English  Grammar,  Geogra- 
phy and  Arithmetic. 

The  scholastic  year,  which  begins  on  the  first  Monday  of 
October  and  closes  about  the  end  of  July,  is  divided  into  two 
terms,  the  second  beginning  in  March.  At  the  close  of  each 
term  the  students  are  examined  and  prizes  are  awarded  to  th3 
most  <leserving. 

Once  every  month  the  places  or  degrees  of  merit  obtained 
by  the  students  in  their  respective  classes  are  publicly  i)ro- 
claimed,  and  honors  are  awarded  to  such  as  have  been  most 
distinguished  for  good  conduct,  diligence  and  proficiency,  at 
which  time  also  an  exact  report, is  sent  to  their  parents. 

When  a  student  presents  liimself  for  adinission,  he  is  ex- 
amined by  the  Prefect  of  Studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  to 
which  his  previous  acquirements  entitl^^  him.  Students  are  not 
admitted  unless  they  know  how  to  read  and  write. 

As  the  progress  of  the  students  greatly  depends  on  their 
regular  attendance  at  school,  and  on  their  private  studies  at 
home,  to  which  three  hours  ought  to  be  devoted  daily,  parents 
are  earnestly  requested  to  see  that  these  points  be  faithfully 
carried  out. 

In  case  of  absence,  a  note  from  the  parents  is  invariably  re- 
quired. When  students  are  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Institu- 
tion, due  notice  should  be  given  to  the  President  or  Vice- 
President. 

As  the  moral  and  religious  training  of  the  students  is  the 
leading  object  of  the  Institution,  the  doctrines  and  practices  of 
religion  are  carefully  taught,  and  the  greatest  attention  paid 
to  morals.  Whilst  within  the  College  premises,  the  students 
are  constantly  under  the  watchful  care  of  one  or  more  of  the 
professors. 

Though  the  government  of  the  Institution  is  rather  mild 
than  severe,  yet  for  the  maintenance  of  order  and  discipline, 
without  which  good  results  are  not  attainable,  strict  obedience, 
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blameless  conduct,  and  assiduous  application  are  required. 
An  J  serious  ueglect  of  these  essential  points  renders  tlie 
offender  liable  to  correction,  and  even  to  dismissal,  if  this  be 
deemed  necessary. 

TERMS,  PAYABLE  IN  ADVANCE. 

Tuition   per    month $6  00 

Graduates  of  the  institution  pay  a  fee  of  $5  00  on  the  re- 
ception of  their  diplomas. 

Students  of  Chemistry  and  Natural  Philosophy,  pay  $10  00 
a  year  for  the  use  of  chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus. 

COLLEGE  REGULATIONS. 

Students  are  admitted  into  the  college  yard  at  8  A.  M.  All 
are  obliged  to  be  present  at  8:45  A.  M.,  at  which  hour  they  go 
to  Church. 

The  hours  of  class  are  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until 
three  in  the  afternoon,  with  recesses  at  convenient  intervals. 
During  these  recesses,  no  student  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
College  premises  without  special  permission. 

Thursday  is  the  weekly  holiday. 

Once  every  month,  there  is  mass  and  communion  at  7.  A.  M., 
at  which  all  the  catholics  students  are  obliged  to  attend. 

All  must  be  clean  and  neat  in  person  and  apparel^  polite  and 

obedient  to  the  officers  of  the  College  and  respectful  to  their 
companions. 

Detention  after  school,  or  some  lines  to  be  copied  or  memor- 
ized, are  hsually  found  sufficieut  penalty  for  faults  of  ordinary 
occurrence,  such  as  late  arrival,  failure  in  lessons  and  exercises 
or  minor  instances  of  misconduct. 

Offences  detrimental  to  the  reputation  of  the  College,  or  ob- 
s-tructive  to  the  good  of  other  pupils,  are  grounds  for  ex- 
pulsion. 

Boisterous  conduct,  dangerous  and  rough  plays  are  pro- 
hibited. In  fine,  any  conduct  unbecoming  the  conduct  of  a 
gentleman,  will  be  regarded  as  a  violation  of  the  College  rules. 

Any  injury  done  to  the  College  walls  or  furniture,  besides 
subjecting  the  offender  to  i)unishment,  will  be  repaired  at  the 
expense  of  his  parents.
